Page 1: For the full effect of life in New York City 
1939, Google The New York World’s Fair 1939-40 
and its symbols, The Try Ion and Perisphere. This 
was on the site that later became The NY World’s 
Fair of 1964-65 and on the spot where The Try Ion 
and Perishere stood now stands The Unisphere. 
Today, the location is a very pretty park next to 
The Mets’ Citifield and JFK Airport. The nearby 
airport today known as LaGuardia was called New 
York Municipal Airport back then. Superman 
made his first live action appearance ever at The 
World’s Fair as DC Comics published two large 
commemorative comic books, “World’s Fair 
1939” (starring Superman and The Sandman) and 
a year later, “World’s Fair 1940” (the cover of 
i iA which was the first drawing of Superman and 
Batman together in the same scene, thus creating 
and defining what is today called “The DC 
Universe.” “World’s Fair Comics” would continue 
after the exhibition closed, initially under the 
altered title of “World’s Best Comics,” changed by 
the second issue to the legendary “World’s Finest 
Comics.” By the way, color home movies of 
Superman’s appearance at The World’s Fair may 
be found on Youtube. 


Page 1: If you were passing a comer newsstand in 
New York City during 1939, you might have 
plunked down a dime apiece and picked up a copy 
of Superman #1, Detective Comics #27 (first 
appearance of The Bat-Man), Adventure Comics 
#40 (a first appearance of The Sandman), and 
Marvel #1 (first paid public appearance of Sub- 
Mariner and first appearance of The Human 
Torch). What do you think that 40 cents worth of 
comic books would be worth today? I’m guessing 
in great condition, $3,750,000. 


Page 1: Eccentric millionaire Howard Hughes had 
an amazing and bizarre life from aviation pioneer 
to movie mogul to paranoid hermit. One movie 
about him I liked in particular was “Melvin and 
Howard,” which made a star out of Mary

Page 1: J. Edgar Hoover was arguably the second 
most powerful man in America for decades next to 
the U.S. Presidents.
